COPIES  of  the  First  Amendment  1956  to  the  Nat- 
ional Formulary  1  955  have  been  issued  to  chemist 
contractors.    The  Amendment  came  into  effect  on 
March  1.  Contents  include  a  warning  that  the  same 
amount  of  chloral  hydrate  is  contained  in  the  \  fl. 
oz.  dose  of  mist,  chloral  as  is  contained  in  the  1  j 
fl.  oz.  dose  of  haust.  chloral.  BPC.  (omitted  from 
N.F.  1955):  alterations  to  dosages  of  chloramphen- 
icol and  isoniazid;  notices  that  when  emuls.  paraff. 
liq.  with  agar  and  phenolphthal.  is  prescribed 
emuls.  paraff.  liq.  with  phenolphthal.  must  be  dis- 
pensed: that  the  strength  and  quantity  of  insulin 
preparations  must  now  be  stated  by  the  prescriber; 
and  that  mist,  alumin.  hydrox.  et  bellad.  contains 
tincture  of  belladonna,  l\  min.  in  whatever  dose  is 
prescribed,  or  in  one  teaspoonful  where  the  pres- 
criber does  not  indicate  the  dose. 


TRADE  REPORT 

LONDON,  FEBRUARY  28:  Gum  acacia  was  3s. 6d. 
per  cwt.  lower  at  134s.  for  spot  supplies.  The 
forward  rates  of  cardamoms  (aleppi  greens)  at 
15s.  9d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  was  2s.  higher  than  in  the 
previous  week.    Senna  was  a  dull  market;  only 
three  tons  of  Tinnevelly  pods  were  shipped  to  the 
United  Kingdom  from  Tuticorin  in  January;  19  tons 
went  to  the  Continent.    Liquorice  juice  at  200s. 
per  cwt.  for  the  Antolian  variety  is  20s.  per  cwt. 
lower  because  of  improved  manufacturing  facilit- 
ies and  to  some  extent  to  competition  from  Chin- 
ese material.  Damage  to  olive  trees  by  hard  frost 
is  reported  from  Italy  as  well  as  Southern  France 
(mentioned  in  last  week's  report).    As  a  result 
Italy  has  authorised  the  import  of  1,500  tons  of 
olive  oil  by  July  31  and  importers  are  already  neg- 
otiating for  about  one-third  of  that  quantity  at  a 
price  range  from  £257  to  £268.    Tunisian  oil  is 
offered  for  shipment  at  £420  per  metric  ton,  c. 
and  f.,  equivalent  to  38s. 9d.  per  gall,  landed.  Spot 
nominal  prices  for  limited  supplies  are  35s.  to 
37s. 6d.  per  gall. 

NEWS 

A  MEMORANDUM  issued  by  the  Chemists'  Fed- 
eration states  that  legal  opinion  will  most  probab- 
ly be  required  before  any  statement  can  be  made 
regarding  the  effect  of  the  Restrictive  Trade  Prac- 
tices Bill  on  the  work  of  the  Federation. 
THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  holding  two  inquiries  at  17  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.I,  at  2.30  p.m.  on  March  7. 

AN  order,  published  as  S.I.,  1956,  No.  169,  con- 
tinues until  August  18  the  exemption  from  Key  In- 
dustry Duty  of  all  chemicals  exempted  up  to  that 
date  with  the  addition  of:-  N-monoethy laniline 
and  with  the  deletion  of:-  isoButyl  alcohol,  mono- 
■  cyclohexylamine,  diallyl  phthalate;  diphenylamine ; 
diisopropyl  hydrogen  phosphate;  ephedrine  hydro- 
chloride of  a  purity  not  exceeding  95  per  cent.; 
ethylenediamine;  ethylenediamine  hydrate;  meth- 
ylhydroxyethylcellulose;  lithium  hydroxide; 
o-phenylenediamine^  phosphorous  acid;  n-propyl 
alcohol;  sebacic  acid;  2:4:5-trichlorophenol;  and 
p-xylene . 

THE  February  issue  of  "Prescribers  Notes" 
warns  against  the  prescribing  of  liver  extr-a'ct  (in- 
cluding vitamin  B12  preparations  when  given  by 
injection)  before  an  accurate  diagnosis  has  been 
made  following  laboratory  investigation.    It  also 
complains  about  "disproportionate"  prescribing 
of  vitamins,  but  reminds  practitioners  that,  where 
the  administration  of  chloramphenicol,  aureo- 
mycin,  tetracycline  or  oxytetracycline  is  contin- 
ued for  any  period  longer  than  a  few  days,  vitam- 
ins of  the  B  complex  should  also  be  prescribed  in 


IRISH  NEWS 

THE  1  956  Calendar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Ireland  (corrected  to  December,  1955)  shows 
that  there  are  2,217  licentiates  on  the  Register  of 
whom  1,028  are  members  of  the  Society.    On  the 
Register  of  dispensing  chemists  and  druggists  are 
forty-eight,  and  on  the  Register  of  registered 
druggists,  220,  including  171  who  have  since  qual- 
ified as  pharmaceutical  chemists.    The  number  of 
qualified  assistants  is  1,596,  including  1,052  who 
subsequently  qualified  as  licentiates  and  seventeen 
as  dispensing  chemists  and  druggists.  Only  thir- 
teen were  added  to  that  Register  during  1955.  The 
number  of  preliminary  registrations  for  1955  was 
twenty-eight.  Fourteen  licentiates  died  during  the 
year. 

WITH  approval  of  Archbishop  of  Dublin  a  chem- 
ists' confraternity  has  been  established  in  Dublin. 
Entitled  Confraternity  of  the  Immaculate  Heart  of 
Mary,  it  is  primarily  intended  for  men  and  women 
students  and  assistants  in  pharmacy,  but  all  ac- 
tively associated  with  pharmacy  are  invited  to 
join.    The  meetings  of  the  confraternity  are  being 
held  at  the  chapel  of  the  Catholic  University  School, 
Lower  Leeson  Street,  Dublin,  at  8.30  p.m.  on  the 
Friday  before  the  first  Saturday  of  each  month. 
The  Very  Rev.  J.  F.  Roe,  S.M.,  has  been  appoint- 
ed spiritual  director.    Those  wishing  to  join  should 
communicate  with  Mr.  Tim  Cashman  (College  of 
Pharmacy),  or  write  to  him  at  161  Mobhi  Road, 
Glasnevin,  Dublin. 

MR.  Michael  Gostello  (a  former  president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Socie»ty  of  Ireland),  was  a  prin- 
cipal witness  before  the  Fair  Trade  Commission 
in  Dublin  when,  on  February  23,  it  met  to  inves- 
tigate the  compounding  and  dispensing  activities 
of  pharmacisis.    He  explained  to  Mr.  Vaughan 
Buckley,  S.C.,  who  conducted  the  Commission, 
how  he  would  price  a  simple  cough  mixture  con- 
sisting of  four  ingredients:  at  4s.l0d.,  according 
to  the  price  for  an  8-oz.  mixture  of  sixteen 
tablespoon  doses.    If  the  dose  were  two  tea- 
spoons the  price  would  be  6s. 6d.  (equivalent  to 
thirty-two  doses).    A  pharmacist  might  be  at  an 
actual  loss  in  dispensing  1  oz.  of  an  expensive 
ethical  out  of  a4-oz.  bottle.    A  chemist  might  also 
put  into  stock  a  much  prescribed  tablet,  only  to 
find  that  the  medical  profession  went  off  it  for 
something  else.    Asked  if  it  were  not  possible  in 
Dublin  to  get  small  supplies  of  unusual  drugs  from 
wholesalers,  he  replied  "Of  drugs,  yes,  but  not  of 
ethical  preparations,  which  are  only  sold  in  their 
original  packs."    A  -hemist  could  scarcely  carry 
on  without  opening  the  Irish  Drug  Association  book 
every  time  a  prescription  came  in.  On  an  average 
prescriptions  would  constitute  about  10  per  cent, 
of  a  chemist's  business,  a  proportion  that  would 
be  higher  near  hospitals  and  nursing  homes.  Mr. 
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Brendan  R.  Smith  (secretary,  Irish  Drug  Assoc- 
iation) said  that  a  professional  fee  for  the  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  of  a  prescription  was  sug- 
gested by  his  Association.    Prescriptions  were 
coded  to  indicate  the  price  charged.    The  suggest- 
ed fee  of  ls.6d.  was  considered  inadequate  by  the 
majority  of  chemists:  it  did  not  measure  up  to  the 
comparable  fee  in  England,  Scotland  and  Northern 
Ireland.    Mrs.  Hilda  Tweedy  (Irish  Housewives' 
Association)  said  that  proprietary  medicines  were 
obtained  wholesale  by  the  chemists,  and  a  prof- 
essional fee  should  not  be  charged  for  dispensing 
them.    Mrs.  Ruth  Deale,  another  member  of  the 
Association,  said  that  tablets  for  which  she  paid 
3s. 6d.  in  Dublin  had  been  sold  to  her  by  pharm- 
acies in  Bristol  and  London  for  2s. 

COMMENT 

Overseas  Trade  in  January 


EXPORTS  of  drugs  and  medicines  during  January 
were  valued  at  £3,269,874.    Australia  (purchases 
valued  at  £415,042)  was  the  highest  buyer,  follow- 
ed by  India  with  £259,638.  Shipments  to  the  United 
States  were,  at  £91,229,  much  above  those  of  Jan- 
uary 1955.    Exports  to  Canada  unfortunately  show 
a  progressive  decline  from  £69,529  in  January 
1954  to  £42,048  in  1955  and  £39,166  in  1956. 

Exports  of  antihistamines,  at  £39,257;  antipal- 
udics  (£  1  1  5,289);  barbiturates  (£60,076);  oint- 
ments and  liniments  (£  1  1  5, 590);  insulin  (£54,335); 
and  sulphonamides  (£143,652)  were  all  higher  than 
in  the  previous  month.    Unclassified  medicines 
were  up  by  £80,000.    Most  other  medicinal  prep- 
arations for  which  separate  statistics  are  avail- 
able showed  a  drop  from  December  1955,  e.g.  vit- 
amins £200,000  (against  £322,091).  Detergents 
were  at  a  record  value  (£658,539),  while  cosmet- 
ics (lipsticks,  face  powders  and  creams,  etc.), 
dentifrices  and  essential  oils  were  all  higher  than 
in  December  1955.    The  import  value  of  prepared 
medicines  was  fairly  high  at  £650,000  (alkaloids 
£143,634). 

Total  United  Kingdom  exports  in  January,  at 
£257.9  millions,  remained  close  to  the  level  of 
the  fourth  quarter  of  1955.    Imports,  at  £346.3 
millions,  were  3j  per  cent,  above  the  monthly  rate 
for  the  fourth  quarter,  and  7  per  cent,  above  the 
rate  for  1955  as  a  whole.    The  visible  trade  deficit 
(imports  valued  c.i.f.,  exports  and  re-exports  val- 
ued f.o.b.)  in  January  was  £74.2  millions,  an  in- 
crease of  £12  millions  over  the  average  level  in 
the  fourth  quarter  of  1955. 

LEGAL  REPORT 

AT  Bootle  magistrates'  court  recently,  Bryans, 
Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.,  67  Derby  Road,  Bootle, 
pleaded  guilty  to  selling  a  poison  in  a  bottle  not 
conforming  with  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933.    The  company  was  fined  £10,  with  £3  3s. 
costs.    Solicitor  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
said  it  was  laid  down  that  liquid  poisons  must  be 
put  into  bottles  fluted  vertically  with  ridges  or 
grooves  recognisable  by  touch.    On  September  7, 
1955,  the  company's  managing  director,  a  phar- 
macist, was  talking  with  a  representative  of  a 
wholesale  firm  when  a  customer  entered  and  was 
attended  by  the  director's  wife,  not  a  pharmacist. 
The  customer  was  advised  to  buy  some  phenol 
mixture,  but  was  in  fact  sold  a  bottle  containing 
pure  phenol.    The  label  stated  "Shake  the  bottle. 
Not  to  be  taken".    It  had  the  company's  name  and 
addrei  3  on  ix,  but  was  not  fluted.    The  customer 
took  a  sm       quantity  of  the  contents  with  serious 
results.    Defence  expressed  doubt  whether,  even 
if  the  phenol  had  been  sold  in  a  fluted  bottle,  it 
would  have  made  any  difference  to  what  had  hap- 
pened.

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PROBLEM  OF  CANCER 

Recent  advances  in  treatment 


THE  increased  frequency  of  cancer  was 
a  sign  that  longevity  was  increasing  and 
that  made  cancer  probably  the  greatest 
problem  of  the  future.  That  was  stated 
by  Professor  Ian  Aird  in  a  talk  en- 
titled "  Recent  Advances  in  Cancer 
Treatment "  which  he  gave  at  an  open 
meeting  of  Portsmouth  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  January  24. 
The  meeting  was  attended  by  over  150 
people,  among  them  the  local  medical 
officer  of  health  (Dr.  T.  E.  Roberts), 
members  of  the  local  British  Red  Cross, 
Victoria  Nursing  Association,  British 
Empire  Cancer  Campaign,  and  members 
of  the  staffs  of  local  hospitals. 

Uncontrolled  Growth 

Professor  Aird  said  that  when  cancer 
occurred  the  growth  of  cells  became 
uncontrolled  and  grew  out  of  all  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  replacement 
required.  Modern  research  was  probing 
into  the  fact  that  some  control  over 
cancer  was  exercised  by  the  endocrine 
glands.  Research  was  also  exploring  the 
reason  why  certain  organs,  for  example 
the  spleen  and  duodenum,  were  seldom 
affected  by  cancer.  Cancer  was  uncom- 
mon before  middle  age,  but  cases 
occurred  at  all  ages,  and  had  been 
found  even  in  unborn  children.  Evi- 
dence showed  that  people  were  now 
living  longer  and  in  twenty  years'  time 
the  nation  would  be  predominantly 
middle-aged.  The  increased  frequency 
of  cancer  was  a  sign  that  longevity  was 
increasing.  Cancer  was  not  one  disease 
but  many,  varying  according  to  the 
organ  affected.  Cancer  of  the  skin  was 
not  regarded  as  dangerous  because  it 
was  easily  diagnosed,  and  being  on  the 
surface  could  be  treated  without  sur- 
gery and  consequent  disfigurement. 
Cancer  in  the  female  most  commonly 
occurred  in  the  breast  and  the  womb, 
and  in  those  two  instances  frequently 
manifest  itself  by  some  abnormality 
such  as  a  lump  in  the  breast  or  exces- 
sive bleeding  from  the  womb.  Cancer 
in  the  breast,  if  found  early,  was  con- 
trollable, with  an  80  per  cent,  chance 
of  success.  In  cancer  of  the  womb  the 
cure  rate  had  increased  in  recent  years 
due  to  methods  of  testing  and  diagnosis 
in  the  early  stages.  The  surgeon's  view 
of  cancer  was  very  different  from  that 
of  the  patient.  A  patient  cured  of  can- 
cer did  not  broadcast  it,  and  in  many 
cases  patients  did  not  even  realise  they 
had  had  a  cancer,  but  nearly  always  a 
death  from  cancer  became  common 
knowledge.  Professor  Aird  paid  tribute 
to  the  improvement  in  anaesthetics,  and 
to  the  advent  of  antibiotics,  which,  com- 
bined with  improved  methods  of  blood 
transfusion,  had  greatly  enhanced  the 
chances  of  success  by  surgery.  Anti- 
biotics, in  particular,  he  said,  had  done 
much  to  decrease  the  danger  of  infec- 
tions of  the  chest  after  operations. 

Surgical  Treatment 

Surgery  was  the  only  possible  treat- 
ment for  cancer  of  the  lung,  and  im- 
provement in  the  success  of  that  opera- 
tion had  been  "  phenomenal,"  so  much 
so  that  it  was  now  regarded  as  a  rela- 
tively safe  operation.  Cancer  of  the 


mouth  and  of  the  voice  box  could  now 
be  successfully  treated  by  x-rays,  and 
also  cancer  of  the  face,  where  a  98  per 
cent,  cure  was  possible  without  the 
mutilation  of  surgery.  Radioactive 
iodine,  combined  with  surgery,  was 
proving  of  immense  value  in  the  treat- 
ment of  cancer  of  the  thyroid  gland, 
and  research  was  probing  along  the 
lines   of  curing  cancer   by  chemical 


means  instead  of  surgery.  At  the 
moment  that  seemed  little  more  than  a 
dream,  but  one  which  the  speaker  was 
sure  would  one  day  be  realised.  He 
illustrated  that  by  reference  to  the  hor- 
mones which  were  now  being  used  to 
control  cancer  of  the  breast  and  pros- 
tate gland.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
speaker  was  proposed  by  Mr.  W.  R.  D. 
Voke  (vice-chairman  of  the  Branch), 
and  seconded  by  Dr.  T.  E.  Roberts, 
who  also  expressed  the  appreciation  of 
the  visitors  to  the  Branch  for  the  oppor- 
tunity of  hearing  Professor  Aird  speak.

GRIMSBY 
Waste  of  Bottles 

Referring  recently  to  the  waste  of 
medicine  bottles  throughout  the  coun- 
try, Mr.  G.  R.  Smith  (president, 
Grimsby  Pharmacists'  Association) 
commented  that  the  majority  of  the 
100  million  bottles  supplied  to  the  pub- 
lic each  year  were  not  returned.  Mr. 
Smith  was  speaking  at  the  well-attended 
dinner  and  dance  of  the  Association. 
Dr.  J.  H.  Carson  (president,  Grimsby 
Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation) spoke  of  the  trials  of  the  phar- 
macist and  referred  to  "  one  big  diffi- 
culty which  is,  no  doubt,  the  bad  writ- 
ing of  doctors."  The  toast  of  "  our 
guests "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  H. 
Riley  and  Councillor  J.  O.  Oslear 
(mayor  of  Cleethorpes)  responded.

Astonishing  Range  of  Goods 

A  guest  of  honour  at  the  annual  din- 
ner and  dance  of  South-east  London 
Chemists'  Association  on  January  26, 
the  mayor  of  Lewisham  (Councillor 
G.  T.  Harman)  expressed  astonishment 
at  the  range  of  goods  handled  by  chem- 
ists. Some  180  members  and  their  guests 
were  present  including  the  vice-presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr. 
Granville  Shaw)  and  Mrs.  Shaw.  The 
toast  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  " 
was  proposed  by  the  mayor  of  Lewisham 
who  praised  the  service  given  to  the 
public  by  pharmacists.  In  his  response 
Mr.  Granviile  Shaw  briefly  reviewed 
changes  that  had  taken  place  in  phar- 
macy during  his  career.  He  concluded 
by  assuring  all  members  that  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Society  would  do  everything 
possible  to  improve  the  status  of  phar- 
macy. The  toast  to  "  the  ladies  and  visi- 
tors "  was  proposed  by  the  president 
of  the  Association  (Mr.  D.  Cameron) 
and  Mr.  W.  F.  Wilkinson  (secretary, 
London  Pharmaceutical  Committee) 
responded. 

BRISTOL 

Essence  of  Pharmacy 

The  essence  of  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession was  "  personal  service  and  per- 
sonal responsibility,"  said  Mr.  H.  Stein- 
man  (president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  at  the  annual  dinner-dance  of 
Bristol  Branch  of  the  Society  on  Janu- 
ary 25.  Mr.  Steinman  and  Mr.  T.  H. 
Jacobs  (chairman,  Bristol  Branch)  wel- 
comed nearly  300  guests.  The  toast  of 
"  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  "  was  pro- 
posed by  Sir  Philip  Morris  (Vice- 
Chancellor  of  Bristol  University),  who 
said  that  pharmacists  represented  a  fun- 


damental and  indispensable  profession. 
Because  pharmacists  were  the  custo- 
dians of  what  used  to  be  known  as  one 
of  the  important  mysteries  of  life,  he 
trusted  that  they  would  never  prostitute 
that  knowledge,  nor  mislead,  beguile  or 
deceive  the  public.  Mr.  Steinman,  re- 
sponding, pointed  out  that  pharmacists 
had  three  main  responsibilities,  first  to 
the  public,  second  to  associate  profes- 
sions in  the  National  Health  Service, 
and  third  to  their  colleagues,  especially 
those  who  had  fallen  on  bad  times. 
Referring  to  the  Guillebaud  report  he 
said  that  it  had  stated  that  those  taking 
part  in  the  National  Health  Service 
could  take  pride  in  their  achievements. 
"  I  would  say  on  behalf  of  pharmacists 
that  despite  the  pin-pricks  we  suffer  we 
are  proud  of  the  service  we  render  the 
community,"  Mr.  Steinman  added. 

WORLD  TRADE 

Egyptian-West    German   Trade.  — 

Trade  talks  between  Egypt  and  West 
Germany  were  concluded  recently  and 
a  trade  and  payments  agreement  is  to 
be  signed  after  approval  by  the  two 
governments.  It  is  learned  that  Egypt 
will  import  heavy  machinery,  chemicals 
and  pharmaceutical  products  from  Ger- 
many and  export  agricultural  products, 
mainly  cotton. 

Australian  Olive  Oil  Production.  — 

It  is  learned  that  an  extensive  olive 
planting  programme  is  under  way  in 
Australia.  In  Wimmera,  Victoria,  a  new 
processing  plant  is  being  erected,  mak- 
ing the  fourth  to  be  established  in  that 
State.  At  present,  Australia  imports 
about  650,000  gall,  of  olive  oil  a  year 
while  domestic  production  amounts  to 
less  than  30,000  gall. 

German  Titanium  Dioxide  Plant. — 

Farbenfabriken  Bayer,  Leverkusen, 
Germany,  have  started  construction  of 
a  new  plant  for  the  production  of  tita- 
nium dioxide  which  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  end  of  next  year.  It 
will  cost  about  Dm  100  millions  and 
it  is  expected  to  be  able  to  meet  West 
Germany's  entire  titanium  dioxide 
requirements  with  some  available  for 
export.

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PHARMACY'S  FUTURE  AS  I  SEE  IT 

A  RISING  STANDARD  OF  LIVING 

By  a  Manufacturing  Pharmacist 


ABOUT  300  years  ago  John  Milton  wrote  "  Where 
there  is  much  desire  to  learn  there  will  of  necessity 
be  much  arguing,  much  writing,  many  opinions,  for 
opinion  in  good  men  is  but  knowledge  in  the  making." 

Judging  by  the  writing  and  opinions  recently  expressed 
in  the  pharmaceutical  Press,  there  are  some  rather  widely 
divergent  views  held  regarding  pharmacy.  No  one  can  say 
we  know  what  the  future  of  pharmacy  will  be.  We  can 
only  examine  the  trend  and  try  and  make  an  assessment  for 
the  future.  In  order  to  do  that  it  is  necessary  to  make  a 
brief  review  of  the  present  situation,  always  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  future  of  pharmacy  means  the  "  future  of 
the  pharmacist,"  and  the  possibility  to  him  of  making  a 
satisfactory  and  satisfying  living  from  his  chosen  profession. 

Retail  pharmacy  has  undoubtedly,  during  the  past  few 
years,  and  particularly  since  the  advent  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  become  a  much  more  remunerative  business. 
There  are  signs,  however,  that — with  rising  overhead  costs 
and  labour  difficulties — the  net  profit  margin  has  either 
become  stationary  or  is  tending  to  fall.  That  is  common  to  a 
great  many  businesses,  though  many  retail  pharmacists 
remain  confident  that  there  is  still  a  satisfactory  living  to  be 
gained  from  an  interesting  profession.  Dispensing  has  altered 
radically,  and  the  trend  towards  the  use  of  more  ethicals 
is  noticeable  and  likely  to  continue,  in  parallel  with  their 
growing  usage  in  Canada,  the  United  States  and  the  Con- 
tinent of  Europe.  The  probability  is  that  the  number  of 
privately  owned  retail  pharmacies  will  slowly  diminish,  and 
their  place  be  taken  by  the  company  chemists  with  salaried 
managers.  It  will  be  a  long-term  process,  but  in  any  case 
the  number  of  pharmacists  required  is  not  likely  to  diminish. 

It  is  doubtful  if  health  centres  will  play  a  big  part  in  the 
pharmaceutical  life  of  the  community  in  the  near  future. 
Though  some  are  in  existence,  their  further  advent  will 
be  slow,  owing  to  the  capital  cost  involved,  but  pharmacists 
will  be  required  for  their  staffing.  Health  centres  are  not 
likely  to  be  built  where  an  adequate  service  is  already  being 
given. 

Changes  in  Educational  Policy 

The  educational  policy  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has 
undergone  many  changes  since  the  early  1920's,  and  the 
institution  of  degree  courses  by  London,  Manchester,  Glas- 
gow and  other  universities  has  greatly  enhanced  the  status 
of  the  pharmacist.  That  policy  is  the  correct  one  and,  though 
there  has  been  considerable  criticism  of  the  type  of  training 
from  the  point  of  view  of  retail  pharmacy,  it  is  essential 
that  the  man  behind  the  counter  should  have  the  basic 
knowledge  and  understanding  to  enable  him  to  talk  to  his 
professional  colleagues  on  an  equal  footing,  and  also  to 
have  a  better  understanding  of  the  goods  he  is  selling. 
Apart  from  retail  pharmacy,  the  graduate  in  pharmacy  has 
the  knowledge  to  go  into  many  allied  branches  of  the  indus- 
try, production,  analytical  research,  sales,  etc.  The  pharma- 
ceutical qualification  and  the  corresponding  degree  cover 
such  a  wide  variety  of  subjects  that  they  are  probably  the 
most  satisfactory  scientific  course  of  any  as  a  background 
to  further  qualifications,  and  the  Society,  so  far  from  being 
maligned,  should  be  congratulated  on  the  stand  it  has  always 
taken  to  improve  the  status  of  pharmacy  in  this  respect. 
Changes  are  always  occurring  in  pharmaceutical  education, 
and  it  is  highly  probable  that  pharmaceutical  engineering 
and  chemical  engineering  will  play  an  ever-increasing  part 
in  the  nation's  industrial  life — a  point  expressed  recently, 
though  not  in  the  same  words,  by  Sir  Winston  Churchill. 

In  hospital  pharmacy  the  pharmacist  is  slowly  coming 
into  his  own.  Remuneration  has  greatly  improved  though 


it  still  lags  behind  that  of  professional  colleagues  with  no 
greater  responsibility  or  higher  standard  of  training.  Im- 
provement in  conditions  will  come,  but  that  again  as  a 
long-term  change  and  one  that  will  have  to  be  fought  for. 

Manufacturing  and  wholesale  pharmacy  have  undoubtedly 
seen  the  greatest  changes  in  the  industry.  It  was  clear  from 
the  advent  of  the  1932  Pharmacopoeia,  that  the  trend  was 
moving  away  from  the  botanical  drug  to  the  use  of  the 
single  chemotherapeutic  agent.  That  change  has  been  accel- 
erated with  successive  editions  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
and  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex.  Many  botanical  drugs 
formerly  used  in  considerable  quantities  have  virtually  dis- 
appeared, and  their  place  has  been  taken  by  organic  chemi- 
cals, hormones,  antibiotics  and  sulphonamides  introduced  as 
medical  specialities  and  dispensed  as  such  by  the  pharmacist. 
That  trend  will  undoubtedly  increase,  but  it  will  be  a  con- 
siderable time  before  the  use  of  botanicals  and  galenicals 
entirely  ceases. 

Declining  Demand  for  Galenicals 

Galenical  manufacturers  are,  in  consequence,  faced  with 
a  diminution  of  demand,  making  production  less  profitable. 
In  order  to  meet  that  situation  some  manufacturers  are 
giving  up  production  of  certain  products,  introducing  a 
degree  of  rationalisation  that  is  probably  of  advantage  to 
the  industry,  and  at  the  same  time  increasing  their  distribu- 
tive function  at  the  expense  of  manufacturing.  Others  are 
making  use  of  their  plant  and  qualified  personnel  by  turning 
to  the  manufacture  of  fine  chemicals,  etc.,  the  larger  ones 
to  ethical  research  and  production. 

The  value  of  the  industry's  output  has  increased  rapidly 
because  of  the  continual  introduction  of  new  drugs  that  are 
more  costly  than  the  galenicals  they  have  superseded.  They 
are  more  costly  because  of  the  research  that  has  gone  into 
their  discovery  and  development,  and  also  because  they  are 
made  by  much  more  complicated  production  processes. 
Present  provisional  figures  indicate  that  production  in  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  during  1954  was  about  £125  mil- 
lions, a  tremendous  increase  on  the  figure  of  £21  millions 
for  the  year  1937.  Exports  in  1938  amounted  to  £3  3  millions 
whereas  in  1955  the  corresponding  figure  was  £35  9  millions. 

In  the  National  Health  Service  retail  pharmacists  are 
handling  drugs  to  the  value  of  about  £30  millions  (ingre- 
dient cost  only),  which  is  a  considerable  difference  from 
the  £17 j  millions  estimated  as  the  cost  of  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal services  (ingredients,  oncost  and  dispensing  fees,  but 
excluding  private  dispensing)  before  the  advent  of  N.H.S. 
The  cost  of  research,  however,  is  so  high,  whether  as  funda- 
mental, process,  or  formulation  research,  that  inevitably  the 
price  of  drugs  to  the  public  or  National  Health  Service 
has  risen  and  will  rise  still  further.  That  has  led  to  Govern- 
ment inquiry  into  the  costs  of  the  running  of  the  Health 
Service.  Various  committees  have  been  set  up,  and  in  the 
main  the  industry  has  come  out  of  the  inquiries  with  an 
enhanced  reputation.  Undoubtedly  the  Government  has 
every  right  to  find  out  how  public  money  is  being  spent, 
even  if  the  proportion  of  the  money  spent  on  the  drug  bill 
is  a  comparatively  small  proportion  of  the  total.  Though 
it  is  natural  to  resent  Government  interference  in  industry, 
it  is  also  true  to  say  that  the  inquiries  have  set  people  think- 
ing and  stimulated  ideas,  though  it  must  be  confessed  that 
the  outcome  may  not  augur  well  for  either  the  retailer  or 
the  manufacturer.  It  is  rather  a  curious  situation  in  which, 
on  the  one  hand,  the  Monopolies  Commission  appears  to  be 
opposed  to  the  sale  of  certain  articles  at  fixed  prices,  but 
the  retail  pharmacist,  who  buys  a  proportion  of  his  drugs 
on  a  free  market,  is  being  investigated  because  of  a  suspected 
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hidden  profit!  The  probability  is  that  Government  interest 
in  the  pharmaceutical  industry  will  continue,  but  whether 
that  will  be  for  the  good  of  pharmacy  remains  to  be  seen. 
Great  interest  to  all  connected  with  the  pharmaceutical 
industry  lies  in  the  findings  of  the  Guillebaud  Committee. 

Another  factor  of  importance  to  pharmacy  in  this  country 
is  the  advent  of  the  foreign  company,  particularly  Ameri- 
can. Some  pharmacists  may  not  look  upon  this  entirely  with 
favour,  but  that  is  surely  a  short-sighted  attitude.  American 
capital  is  welcome,  and  the  type  of  work  introduced  is  of 
extreme  importance  to  the  health  of  the  nation;  moreover 
it  is  providing  a  considerable  amount  of  work  and  opportu- 
nities for  young  pharmacists,  opportunities  which  should 
increase  in  the  future. 

Resume 

Summarising,  it  may  well  be  that  the  future  of  pharmacy 
over  the  next  ten  to  twenty  years  will  take  the  following 
pattern :  — 

(1)  Dispensing  in  retail  pharmacy  will  retain  its  present 
form,  with  more  emphasis  given  to  ethical  preparations  and 
pre-packed  articles. 

(2)  The  cost  of  the  National  Health  Service  is  likely  to 
increase. 

(3)  The  Ministry  of  Health  will  continue  to  be  interested 
in  pharmacy  and  the  Health  Service  but,  with  the  inevitable 
increase  in  cost,  that  does  not  necessarily  mean  a  reduction 
in  the  standard  of  living  of  the  pharmacist. 

(4)  Health  centres  are  not  likely  to  be  a  serious  menace 
to  the  retail  pharmacist  owing  to  the  high  capital  outlay 
involved  and  also  owing  to  the  fact  that  an  efficient  dispens- 
ing service  is  being  given  at  the  present  time. 
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(5)  The  educational  standard  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  likely  to  be  maintained  at  its  present  level. 

(6)  The  status  of  the  hospital  pharmacist  will  improve 
through  appreciation  of  the  standard  of  education  required 
to  do  the  job  and  the  responsibility  involved. 

(7)  Manufacturing  pharmacy  will  see  a  further  decline 
in  the  use  of  galenicals  and  increase  in  the  use  of  chemicals, 
and  antibiotics  in  the  form  of  ethical  preparations  mainly 
due  to  the  fact  that  new  drugs  are  usually  introduced  under 
proprietary  names.  Combinations  of  drugs  as  opposed  to  the 
single  drug  treatment  are  likely  to  return  to  favour.  Syner- 
gistic and  potentiating  combinations  will  be  used. 

(8)  Wholesale  pharmacy  is  likely  to  continue  on  similar 
lines  as  at  present  but  smaller  wholesale  manufacturers  may 
find  it  necessary  to  buy  galenicals  from  the  larger  manu- 
facturers due  to  smaller  demand  and  increasing  overhead 
costs. 

(9)  American  companies  established  in  this  country  are 
here  to  stay,  and  through  their  vast  capacity  to  carry  out 
expensive  research  are  likely  to  make  a  still  greater  impact 
on  pharmacy  in  this  country.  The  incursion  of  the  foreign 
company  has  increased  competition,  and  has  made  it  more 
than  ever  essential  that  British  companies  should  be  able 
to  provide  adequate  finance  for  research  if  this  country  is 
to  hold  its  position  in  the  pharmaceutical  world. 

(10)  There  will  be  no  lessening  of  the  importance  of  the 
pharmacist  in  the  life  of  the  community,  no  matter  which 
branch  of  pharmacy  he  elects  to  enter. 

The  standard  of  living  of  the  pharmacist  today  is  much 
better  than  it  was  twenty  years  ago,  and  though  the  rate  of 
increase  of  the  standard  of  living  will  slow  down  there  is 
no  reason  to  believe  that  pharmacy  will  not  adapt  itself  to 
changing  conditions  and  pharmacists  benefit  accordingly. 


SUPERANNUATION  IN  PHARMACY 

Advantages  of  the  Non-contributory  Pensions  Scheme 


IN  these  times  of  full  employment,  probably  the  greatest 
problem  in  pharmacy  lies  in  obtaining  and  retaining 
reliable  staff,  and  it  is  for  that  reason,  in  addition  to 
the  natural  wish  of  every  employer  to  recognise  long  service, 
that  superannuation  provision — once  confined  to  multiple 
companies — is  now  increasingly  being  adopted  by  the  smaller 
firm. 

Of  the  need  to  make  such  provision  there  can  be  little 
doubt,  for  while,  up  to  a  few  years  ago  when  taxation  was 
comparatively  moderate,  the  employee  could  perhaps  make 
private  provision  for  his  retirement  or  for  his  dependants 
in  the  event  of  his  premature  death,  present-day  taxation 
and  the  high  cost  of  living  leave  no  such  margin.  Conse- 
quently employees  are  increasingly  attracted  to  posts  in 
which  pension  benefits  are  available. 

For  that  reason  the  setting-up  of  a  pension  scheme  repre- 
sents an  asset  to  an  employer  rather  than  just  another  over- 
head. A  glance  at  the  "  situations  vacant "  in  the  Press 
demonstrates  clearly  the  value  of  being  able  to  offer  pension 
benefits  as  a  condition  of  employment,  more  particularly  to 
qualified  staff.  Naturally  there  is  a  limit  to  the  expenses  a 
business  will  stand,  and  the  salaries  and  pension  scheme 
premiums  must  therefore  be  proportionate  to  the  turnover 
and  gross  profits.  Happily,  however,  it  is  possible  for  every 
employer  to  decide  just  what  life  assurance  and  pension 
benefits  he  can  afford  to  set  up  for  his  staff,  and  the  cost 
to  him  is  allowable  in  full,  subject  to  Inland  Revenue 
approval,  as  a  business  expense. 

Opinion  is  divided  as  to  whether  the  employee  himself 
should  be  required  to  make  contributions  towards  the  cost 
of  pension  benefits.  That  is  a  common  condition  of  many 
long-established  schemes,  under  which  an  employee  may 
authorise  deductions  of  up  to  5  per  cent,  from  his  salary, 


but  there  is  nowadays  a  distinct  trend  towards  the  non- 
contributory  scheme,  in  the  belief  that  the  cost  is  no  greater 
to  the  employer  in  the  long  run,  and  much  greater  flexi- 
bility is  permitted  by  the  Revenue  with  such  schemes. 

From  a  practical  point  of  view  all  costs  are  in  fact  paid 
by  the  employer  in  the  first  instance,  in  that  he  produces 
all  salaries,  and  it  is  questionable  whether  anything  is  saved 
by  paying  such  salaries  and  then  recovering  a  small  portion 
as  a  pension  scheme  contribution.  Certainly  a  good  deal  is 
lost  by  that  method,  for  deductions  are  always  unpopular, 
and  often  those  most  needing  the  benefits  of  a  scheme  are 
men  whose  commitments  leave  them  with  no  margin  for 
saving,  and  who  cannot,  therefore,  afford  the  deductions. 
If  it  is  possible  for  them  to  stay  out  of  a  contributory  scheme 
they  will,  yet  they  are  just  the  men  whose  services  the 
employer  is  most  anxious  to  retain — the  men  who  need  the 
job,  and  who  realise  that  their  future  is  bound  up  with  the 
firm's  progress. 

A  further  point  in  favour  of  the  non-contributory  scheme 
is  that  it  need  not  have  any  defined  eligible  category  entit- 
ling all  employees  within  its  limits  to  automatic  membership. 
An  employer  need  only  grant  membership  privileges  to  such 
employees  as  he  chooses  and,  as  already  pointed  out,  he 
may  determine  the  actual  amount  of  benefit  for  each  eligible 
employee  according  to  the  merits  of  the  case. 

Such  modern  schemes  reduce  loss  of  valuable  staff,  for  the 
scheme  benefits  are  earned  entirely  by  service,  and  an 
employee  does  not  lightly  surrender  all  right  to  such  valuable 
benefits,  as  happens  if  he  leaves  the  firm  of  his  own  free 
will.  In  a  contributory  scheme,  by  contrast,  he  receives  as 
of  right  the  refund  of  all  his  contributions,  and  in  times  of 
full  employment  a  man  is  sometimes  tempted  to  leave  by 
reason  of  this  fact  if  he  requires  some  capital. 
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One  hundred  years  ago  died  W.  P.  C.  Barton,  author  of 
the  United  States'  first  Vegetable  Materia  Medica. 

WILLIAM  PAUL  CRILLON  BARTON 

(1786-1856) 

Naval  Surgeon,  Sanitary  Reformer,  and  Botanist

THE  author  of  America's  first  Vegetable  Materia 
Medica  was  of  English  descent.  His  forebears  came 
from  Lancashire.  Son  of  William  Barton,  who  became 
well  known  in  the  United  States  as  a  judge  and  lawyer  in 
his  own  State  of  Pennsylvania,  William  Paul  Crillon  Barton 
was  born  at  Philadelphia,  U.S.A.,  on  November  17,  1786. 
He  received  a  classical  education  at  Princeton  University. 
After  graduating  with  distinction  in  1805,  he  went  on  to 
study  medicine  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  There 
he  was  taught  by  his  physician-naturalist  uncle  Benjamin 
Smith  Barton,  who  later  succeeded  the  great  Benjamin  Rush 
in  the  chair  of  the  theory  and  practice  of  medicine.  In 
1809  William  was  appointed  a  surgeon  in  the  navy,  on  the 
recommendation  of  Rush  and  another,  and  served  on  various 
frigates  and  in  naval  hospitals. 

In  1815  he  was  elected  professor  of  botany  at  his  old 
university  and  became  popular  with  the  students,  who  found 
his  herborising  expeditions  along  the  Schuykill  river  and  the 
demonstrations  in  his  conservatory  infinitely  more  entertain- 
ing and  instructive  than  book  work.  Three  years  later  he 
escaped  with  a  mild  rebuke  from  what  might  have  been  a 
serious  situation  when  he  was  charged  with  criticising  the 
marine  hospital  organisation.  The  charge  was  undoubtedly 
true,  but  it  was  equally  true  that  the  insanitary  conditions 
of  the  naval  hospitals  at  that  time  justified  criticism.  How- 
ever, he  survived.  After  acting  for  three  years  as  instructor 
in  materia  medica  at  Jefferson  Medical  School,  Philadelphia, 
he  was,  in  1842,  appointed  first  chief  of  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment's Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  New  York.  There 
he  exercised  rigid  economy.  Barton  introduced  a  number  of 
sanitary  reforms  in  the  navy,  and  incurred  thereby  the 
enmity  of  many  regular  officers.  One  of  his  acts  was  to 
buy  4  doz.  bottles  of  lime  juice  from  England,  so  that  he 
could  send  a  sample  to  the  Secretary  of  the  U.S.  Navy  to 
enable  him  to  judge  the  quality  of  the  antiscorbutic  used 
in  the  Royal  Navy.  He  resigned  his  post  two  years  later  but 
remained  on  the  navy's  inactive  list. 

Vegetable  Materia  Medica  of  the  United  States 

Barton's  Vegetable  Materia  Medica  of  the  United  States 
(1817-18,  2  vols.)  provided  valuable  information  on  the 
medicinal  plants  of  that  country.  The  particularly  fine 
coloured  illustrations  were  based  on  his  own  original  draw- 
ings from  nature,  and  the  text  bore  evidence  of  his  scholar- 
ship. It  showed  acquaintance  with  the  history  of  botany  and 
pharmacognosy,  and  with  the  writings  of  British  and  Con- 
tinental authorities.  The  parts  dealing  with  the  medicinal 
properties  of  the  American  vegetable  kingdom  were 
extremely  useful.  Where  he  was  unable  to  write  from  per- 
sonal experience  he  referred  to  the  works  of  others  who 
had  reported  their  clinical  use  of  the  material  under  discus- 
sion. 

The  article  on  Cassia  Marilandica — American  senna — is 
a  good  example  of  his  methods.  He  had  made  extensive  use 
of  the  native  species,  using  both  leaves  and  follicles  collected 
when  the  pods  were  ripe.  Barton  pointed  out  that  Cassia 
senna,  L.  is  merely  a  weed  with  which  real  senna  is  adul- 
terated in  Egypt,  and  that  the  adulterating  plant  is  much 
inferior  to  the  American  species.  Commending  the  native 


plant  to  his  fellow  practitioners,  he  writes:  — 

Cultivation  of  the  Cassia  lanceolata,   and  the  Cynanchum 
olecefolium,  and  mixing  them  with  the  Cassia  Marilandica, 
would  afford  a  much  purer  senna  than  we  now  use;  and  at 
one-fourth  the  cost  of  the  imported  article. 
He  makes  numerous  references  to  over-enthusiastic  recom- 
mendation of  various  herbs,  and  warns  against  too  great  a 
reliance  on  reported  "cures."  In  his  article  on  Phytolacca 
decandra — American  nightshade,  or  "  poke  " — he  mentions 
the  plant's  considerable  reputation  as  a  cancer  remedy,  a 
reputation  which,  however,  appeared  founded  on  the  fact 
that  the  drug  may  have  had  some  action  in  the  treatment  of 
"  ill-conditioned,  sluggish  ulcers."  The  tincture  of  the  ripe 
berries  in  brandy  "  seems  to  have  acquired  a  well-founded 
reputation  as  a  remedy  for  chronic  and  siphilitic  rheuma- 
tism." 

Barton  alludes  to  James  Thacher's  Dispensatory,  which 
was  extremely  popular,  and  its  influence  widespread.  That 
he  wrote  of  American  nightshade  as  an  adequate  cure  of 
syphilis  without  the  use  of  mercury  was,  therefore,  unfortu- 
nate. "  Surely  the  idea  of  substituting  poke  for  mercury 
ought  not  to  have  obtained  the  countenance  of  the  respec- 
table compiler  of  the  American  New  Dispensatory." 

An  interesting  sidelight  on  the  conduct  of  business  in 
Barton's  day  is  afforded  by  a  note  in  his  article  on  Chima- 
phila  umbellata,  or  Pippsissewa  (wintergreen).  That  was  a 
valued  diuretic,  and  the  author  mentions  its  use  by  various 
medical  men  in  England.  He  then  remarks  that  a  Philadel- 
phia druggist  had  received  from  Dublin  a  drawing  and  a 
description  of  the  plant,  together  with  a  large  order. 

Barton  was  known  for  a  caustic  wit  and  for  his  love  of 
music  and  of  the  classics.  He  died  on  February  29,  1856, 
and  was  buried  with  full  military  honours  in  Philadelphia.

BALSAME 

From  The  Marrow  of  Chirurgery  (addition), 
by  James  Cooke,  Warwick,  1647 
Take  of  the  best  high  countrey  White  wine  a  pint,  Oyl 
olive  the  eldest  3  pints;  put  thereto  of  the  leaves  and 
flowers  of  Valerian,  Carduus  benedict.  St,  Johns  wort,  of 
each  half  a  pound,  Comfrey  roots  cleansed  a  handfull.  Let 
them  be  bruised  and  infused  for  24  hours,  then  boyl  them 
in  a  pipkin  till  the  wine  be  consumed,  continually  stirring 
of  it,  then  strain  it,  after  adding  Terpentine  (Washed  in 
damask  rose  water  till  it  be  white,  and  the  water  clean 
drained  out)  a  pound,  wax  half  a  pound,  shred.  Boyle 
them  at  a  gentle  fire  altogether  a  quarter  of  an  houre, 
after  take  it  from  the  fire,  and  let  it  stand  a  night  to 
cool,  in  the  morning  make  holes  to  the  bottome,  and 
powre  out  the  wine  and  water  which  may  remain,  then 
set  it  on  the  fire  again,  and  put  to  it  black  Balsame  an 
ounce,  Oliban  45  and  Myrrh  3  ounces,  Dragons  blood  an 
ounce;  let  them  boyle  till  the  Olibanum  and  Myrrh  be 
dissolved.  After  take  it  from  the  fire,  and  let  it  cool,  put- 
ting it  in  a  glasse  close  stopped,  and  set  it  in  the  Sun  for 
21  dayes;  so  keep  it  for  use,  it  will  last  30  or  40  yeares, 
its  excellent  in  all  wounds.  If  it  be  said,  this  is  before 
set  down.  I  answer,  this  in  something  differs;  and  besides 
the  yong  Chirurgion  hath  hereby  this  benefit  to  see  how 
both  are  made.

INQUEST 

AT  a  resumed  inquest  at  Kcighley  on  February  8 
on  Harry  Bancroft,  Highfield  Road,  Keighley,  who 
was  found  dead  in  bed  at  his  home  on  January  14, 
the  Craven  district  coroner  returned  a  verdict  of 
death  by  misadventure.

He  had  taken  a  dose  the  night  be- 
fore his  death.    Mrs.  Bancroft  told  the  coroner 
that  on  several  occasions  the  medicine  had  made 
her  husband  appear  drunk.    The  dose  the  doctor 
had  recommended  was  one  and  a  half  tablespoons. 
Dr.  A.  S.  Currie  (Forensic  Science  Laboratory, 
Harrogate)  said  that  his  findings  were  consistent 
with  the  deceased's  having  taken  an  overdose  of 
the  medicine.    He  had  found  gr.  2/3  of  chloral 
hydrate  in  the  body.    The  doctor  who  issued  the 
prescription  expressed  the  opinion  at  the  inquest 
that  Mr.  Bancroft  had  suicidal  tendencies.  To 
avoid  any  risk  of  his  taking  a  suicidal  overdose 
he  (the  doctor)  had  told  him  that  the  medicine  was 
harmless.    The  coroner  unreservedly  accepted 
the  doctor's  evidence.    H^  was  satisfied  that  Mr. 
Bancroft  took  the  medicine  without  realising  the 
implicntions.    He  >*xproSB<  d  the  view  that  there 
wrr^  many  cas^s  in  which  it  would  be  better  if 
m<  dicines  "to  be  used  in  a  dangerous  way"  were 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  third  independent  party.
